Via Frankfurt Airport 


After two hours from Frankfurt, I spent some time driving around Rastatt, exploring town’s 
Baroque style architect wherever possible. I decided to call it for the day, so I drove to Baden- 
Baden to relax for a day and enjoy the outdoors. Panoramaweg hiking trail & Fldfsersleig trail 
and areas around the villages Altendorf, Mittelndorf and Lichtenhain. This region offers 
options for hikes and great lookout points too. 


After a deep & peaceful sleep, took A5 highway to a drive by the Black Forest (little over an 
hour drive) and headed later to the French side. To Strasbourg (Strasbourg is the capital city of 
the Grand Est region, formerly Alsace, in northeastern France.

In Strasbourg, I recommend to visit Petite France Quarter. It's known for clean streets, canals, 
and well-preserved half-timbered homes. A terrace atop the 17th-century Barrage Vauban, a 
covered bridge and dam, offers panoramic views. Alsatian eateries dot the area, while shops 
on and around Grand’Rue sell clothing and souvenirs. 


Back to Frankfurt, I started my day early, and planned to visit sites I didn’t see. Romerberg in 
the old city. Romer and Museum of Modern Art for a dosage of art..If you are not using the car. 
I strongly recommend Frankfurt Hop-on Hop-off since it’s the best way to explore city’s 
landmarks and attractions enjoy the ride too 


I am not a shopper, but it’s time to reward yourself by shopping all day. If you are looking for 
souvenirs. Skyline Plaza for light. Head to MyZeil Mall for fashion & modern shopping End 
your day by treating yourself in one of the restaurants there.

Azerbijan... You made it 


Honestly, 1 didn’t expect much from a former state of USSR. I may be criticized because of this 
but I assure you that all this will vanish after you google it. I will save you the introduction and 
proceed with my experience. 


For most travelers, Azerbijan travel visa can be obtained upon arrival at the airport, through 
an e-visa device (someone is there to help) or manually through immigration counter. The 
device accepts cash, or cards. The visa is valid for 30 days of date of entry. Always keep the 
receipt attached to your passport. 


Be prepared, data roaming is not covered all over the country. Purchasing a local SIM card is a 
good choice. The best is AzerCell and can be purchased at the airport. 


Renting a car is a good idea and rates are cheap. Hiring a private driver is a wise decision, a 
tour guide & translator all in one. Azerbaijani people are friendly and gentle. They do socialize 
& show concern to some level, if they feel comfortable. 


In Baku, luxurious hotels are many. Pullman (formerly called Kaminski) and Hilton Baku are 
good choices and close to center. Pullman even has its own water park! 


Azerbaijan is not a shopping destination, yet luxury brands are available in capital in Fountain 
Square, which is full of nice restaurants and cafes as well as boutiques and brands, one of the 
places that you have to visit in Baku, The US$ is widely accepted. If you are on tight budget, 
Head to Baku Boulevard. It's the longest pedestrians Corniche in the world. Great place to 
chat with different people especially after the afternoon until midnight and spread many cafes 
beside the walkway. You'll notice cheaper Turkish products in shops nearby. 



Nezami Street is another shopping point with many restaurants and cafes, which is the most 
important places to visit in Baku and prefer to live next to it. Azeri cuisine is rich with meat. It 
competes the international restaurants in major cities. Give yourself a chance to experience 
and discover. 

I found out, the hard way, that traveling in summer is a big mistake. You may endup with sun 
bite. It will defiantly be an unpleasant memory! If you are in summer postpone your city 
walks until after 6 pm. Cafes and restaurants that work late at night.

When I first heard about Georgia, my reaction wasn’t positive at all. I pictured it as unfriendly 
country ruled by gangs. Being the birthplace of Stalin was the reason yet the country played a 
big role during WWI, WWII & the Cold War. A great history of events, so I was not surprised to 
have, as I have, the frightening reputation of Georgia and the Soviet Union in general. 


Nowadays I regret this. Now Georgia is on the top of my travel list this is my first trip to 
Georgia, and it lasted only a week. The plan was to explore the most of the country in the 
shortest period. This wasn’t enough, and that’s why I kept on getting back to this country. My 
trip started in Tbilisi which is generally divided into two parts (Old Town and contemporary) 
which is similar to Istanbul. 


Walking in the old town is an adventure. Short distances between attractions as National 
Botanical Garden, which is a forest in the heart of the capital. Statue of the mother of 
Georgians, and toured the Narikala Fortress, Peace Bridge and Rustaveli Avenue & Liberty 
Square are spots you will not miss. Mtsaminda Park is where restaurants and cafes overlook 
the city and can be your break. 



After exploring Tbilisi on foot, for three days, I planned to go to Batumi, overlooking the Black 
Sea. Reached after 5 hours trip on comfortable train, although it is considered a summer 
beach resort, but you can enjoy hiking along many mountains passes, waterfalls, and rivers 
which are on city outskirts. 


Restaurants are affordable and convenient, yet prices varies between the two cities. In 
summer, prices doubles in Batumi due to big number tourists from all over Europe. You can 
exchange your US$ and Euros anywhere. Personally I prefer using Credit/Debit Cards for a 
fixed rate everywhere. You still can withdrawal any amount by ATMs!! 


Returning to the capital Tbilisi after three excellent days I decided to discover border regions 
with Russia. And this was a whole trip by itself. Driving between high mountains and snow, we 
stopped a lot during the trip because of the many beautiful scenery and breaks available 
throughout the road trip, the truth I have a large archive of photos and videos. 


Saved the best for last, Borjomi, a 4 hours' drive through beautiful scenery scenes you see 
around you. The city was a high-class resort in the past, and has a huge national park that 
makes up 1% of Georgia There different spots equipped for camping & outdoors lovers 
everywhere. If you are into hiking, then Borjomi is your heaven in Georgia. 

By the way, driving in cities is no trouble, but in the mountain roads I think the best is to hire a 
local driver with a car. Since it wasn’t the tourism season, walk-in booking in 
accommodations was possible in many places, yet I advise to book prior to arrival.
